"President to act on advice, etc. 

48. (1) In the exercise of his functions, the President shall act in accordance with the 

advice of the Cabinet or the Prime Minister: 

Provided that the President may require the Cabinet or, as the case may be, the Prime 

Minister to reconsider such advice, either generally or otherwise, and the President shall 

act in accordance with the advice tendered after such reconsideration. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in clause (1), the President shall act in his 

discretion in respect of any matter in respect of which he is empowered by the 

Constitution to do so and the validity of anything done by the President in his discretion 

shall not be called in question on any ground whatsoever. 



(4) The question whether any, and if so what, advice was tendered to the President by 
the Cabinet, the Prime Minister, a Minister or Minister of State shall not be inquired 
into in, or by, any court, tribunal or other authority". [PART III The Federation of 
Pakistan, CHAPTER l.-THE PRESIDENT, Article 48]. 

248. Protection to President, Governor, Minister, etc. 

248. (1) The President, a Governor, the Prime Minister, a Federal Minister, a Minister 

of State, the Chief Minister and a Provincial Minister shall not be answerable to any 

court for the exercise of powers and performance of functions of their respective offices 

or for any act done or purported to be done in the exercise of those powers and 

performance of those functions: 

Provided that nothing in this clause shall be construed as restricting the right of any 

person to bring appropriate proceedings against the Federation or a Province. 

(2) No criminal proceedings whatsoever shall be instituted or continued against the 
President or a Governor in any court during his term of office. 

(3) No process for the arrest or imprisonment of the President or a Governor shall issue 
from any court during his term of office. 

(4) No civil proceedings in which relief is claimed against the President or a Governor 
shall be instituted during his term of office in respect of any thing done or not done by 
him in his personal capacity whether before or after he enters upon his office unless, at 
least sixty days before the proceedings are instituted, notice in writing has been 
delivered to him, or sent to him in the manner prescribed by law, stating the nature of 
the proceedings, the cause of action, the name, description and place of residence of the 
party by whom the proceedings are to be instituted and the relief which the party 
claims. [PART XII Miscellaneous, CHAPTER 4. - GENERAL, Article 248].

(2) When, under Article 299, a question is referred by a House, a Provincial Assembly, 
the President or a Governor to the Islamic Council, the Council shall, within fifteen 
days thereof, inform the House, the Assembly, the President or the Governor, as the 
case may be, of the period within which the Council expects to be able to furnish that 
advice. 

(3) Where a House, a Provincial Assembly, the President or the Governor, as the case 
may be, considers that, in the public interest, the making of the proposed law in relation 
to which the question arose should not be postponed until the advice of the Islamic 
Council is furnished, the law may be made before the advice is furnished : 

Provided that, where a law is referred for advice to the Islamic Council and the Council 
advises that the law is repugnant to the Injunctions of Islam, the House or, as the case 
may be, the Provincial Assembly, the President or the Governor shall reconsider the law 
so made. 

(4) The Islamic Council shall submit its final report within seven years of its 
appointment, and shall submit an annual interim report. The report, whether interim or 
final, shall be laid for discussion before both Houses and each Provincial Assembly 
within six months of its receipt, and Majlis-e-Shoora (Parliament) and the Assembly, 
after considering the report, shall enact laws in respect thereof within a period of two 
years of the final report. [PART IX Islamic Provisions, Article 230].
